Two aberrations of Abraxas grossulariata L. 
[ Abstract. | 


A specimen of ab. nigrosparsata Raynor and of a modification of ab. 
hazeleighensis Raynor were bred in Coventry in 1945. Ab. nigrosparsata 
occurs sporadically all over the country, but, like ab. hazelerghensis, a recessive, 
occurs more commonly in the North. Photographs of the specimens will be

Intermating subspecies of the Tsetse-Flies Glossina palpalis palpalis R.-D. 
(from Nigeria), G. p. martinii Zumpt (from Lake Tanganyika), and G. p. 
fuscipes Newstead (from Uganda). 


| Abstract. | 


Two subspecies of Glossina palpalis, namely martini and fuscvpes, occur 
at the extreme south-easterly and north-easterly parts of the area in which 
the species is found. Specimens of these have been mated and crossed with 
each other, and with a third subspecies G. p. palpalis from Nigeria. Although 
in most combinations mating takes place immediately, when female p. palpalis 
and female p. fuscipes are mated with male p. martini they are invariably 
killed by the male claspers piercing the female abdomen. This also happens 
when male p. palpalis is mated with female p. fuscipes.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 6TH Marcu, 1946. 


Professor G. D. Hale Carpenter, M.B.E., D.M., President, in the Chair.

_ The minutes of the meeting held on 6th February were confirmed and 
signed by the President.

Mr. A. O. Rowden, Mrs. E. W. Howarth, Mr. D. G. Ashby and Capt. C. N. 
Colyer signed the Obligation Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 


Communications were made by Mr. H. K. Airy Shaw, Professor G. D. Hale 
Carpenter, M.B.E., and Mr. G. S. Kloet, abstracts of which appeared on 


pp. 5-6. 
In addition, Dr. Skat Hofimeyer, Bishop of Aarhus, exhibited specimens 
of the Ortholitha mucronata group, and Dr. E. Burtt exhibited a specimen of 
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the East African grasshopper (Lamarckiana sp.) and described its method of 
stridulation. 


The following extract from a letter from Dr. Stanislaw Adamcezewski of 
the Polish Museum of Zoology was read :— 


Since the outbreak of the war in 1939, during all those long years, we 
lived here in Poland threatened by death at any moment. During five years 
I suffered lack of food and fuel. I had to suffer humiliations and hardships 
to be able to protect my Country and my Scientific Institution, 2.e. the Polish 
Museum of Zoology, in particular the Lepidopterological Department. But 
all my efforts were in vain. My friends and collaborators, Dr. J. Kremky and 
Eng. M. Maslowski, died prematurely under German occupation. To our 
Laboratory which was saved from all war shocks during five years the Germans 
set fire deliberately on 2nd November, 1944. On that day all the lepido- 
pterological library of 3000 volumes and all the systematic collection of 
lepidopterous insects (about 500,000 specimens) were burned. 


In this way the results of the life work of my late friends and mine were 
destroyed. I am left alone and on my shoulders rests the task of restitution 
of all the work destroyed. I have no collections, no books and no instruments. 
My native country is at this moment so poor that it cannot help me in any 
way. 

My most urgent need is for books. May I take the liberty to address 
myself to you in the hope that you might have among your books some spare 
duplicates of lepidopterological books and reprints. I should be most grateful 
to you if you would find it possible to let me have some of them, for they 
would enable me to resume my interrupted and chiefly destroyed work.
